WASHINGTON. May 7.— 


'A situation apparently re- 
garded as seriously menac- 
ing good relations between 
the' United States 
and the 


Pekin government in China, 
was described 
today 
by 


American Minister Schuman 
"In the first official report to 
reach the State Department 
regarding the 
capture of 


United States citizens near 
Shantung. 
The American minister is 


understood to have made in- 
formal representation on his 
responsibility and it is ex- 
pected he will be instructed 
to pursue the most vigorous 
course to secure the release of 
the prisoners unharoied. 


The report was prepared by 


Mr. Schurman on "the basis of 
information furnished him by 
an American who was on the 
spot when the bandits attack- 
ed the train. It was indicated 
that so far as known, none of 
those taken had been harmed 
and the minister was hopeful 
that they would be released. 
Mr. Schurmaai'B report was 
dated midnight May Gth and 
described the situation as 
"very serious."' 


Should any American lose 


liis life the State Department 
•will make vigorous demands 
on the Pekin government for 
restitution. 
Not only will 


suitable apologies be requir- 
ed but indemnity must be 
paid and those responsible 
must be punished if good re- 
lations are to continue. In any 
case the United States will 
insist that more ef sctive steps 
be taken to protect Americans 
in China on leg.

PARIS, May 6.—Franc* and Belgi- 


um have categorically refused to con- 
sider Germany's recent offer of $30,- 
000,000.000 gold marks as reparations. 
The refusal la contained in a nota 
se'nt the->allies yesterday and deliver- 
ed to the German embassies in Paris j 
and Brussels this evening-.

The note criticizes point by point 


the German offer, and in doing so 
avows the determination of France 
and Belgium to be paid m full and not 
to consider any proposal until Ger- 
man resistance in the Ruhr ceases. 


The German pretension, the notes 


says, would mean tearing up the Ver- 
sailles treaty. In the final paragraph 
it remarks: "The German 
goyern- 


ment. if it will only look into its own 
heart, v.-ill not be astonished that 
such a bargain should be refused." 


After mentioning a number of ob- 


jections to the German-proposals, the 
note continues:
